LONDON—Against the Tory 
government’s “cowardly surren- 
der to the Spanish rebels,” the 
British Labor Party has proposed 
a formal motion of censure for 
the virtual recognition of the 
fascist naval bkeckade of the 
Loyalist port of Bilbao. 

Premier Baldwin announced 
the policy, terming it “a wise 
gesture of cautious neutrality.” 
On the assumption that the 
blockading Spanish ships would 
attack the British navy if it 
helped British merchant ships 
through to the port, the British 
government set aside its “free- 
dom of the seas” policy. » 


Only One Result 

Labor Party leaders, however, 
point out that the net and only 
effect of this ‘cautious neutral- 
ity” is the blockading of a port 
of the Democratic government 
of Spain while the fascist con- 
trolled ports have the unchal- 
lenged protection of the Italian 
navy. 


Prevents Entrance 

The blockade, which prevents 
any ships from entering Bilbao 
is ostensibly carried out by three 
rebel cruisers together with the 
rebel battleship Almirante Cer- 
vera and a number of armed 
trawlers anchored in a _ semi 
circle within the three mile ?imit. 

Standing nearby, however, and 
serving as an excuse for British 
reactionaries in attempting to 
explain their reactionary action 
to the British public, are two 
aerman cruisers, a Norwegian 
mine layer and several French 
destroyers.

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Teamster Rank 
Cast Their Vote for Unity

At one of the most important 
meetings of East Bay labor his- 
tory the Teamster’s Union, Local 
70, voted a week ago to’ dis- 
regard orders from William 
Green, and decided not to cross 
ithe warehousemen’s and cannery 
workers’ picket lines at Calif- 
ornia Packing Corp. and Cal. 
Conserving Co, plants, 

In doing this the rank and 
file repudiated the strike break- 
ing tactics of its international 
officials and of Charles Reel, 
secretary-treasurer of Local 470. 

Real had ordered the team- 
sters through the lines against 
their will and had even gone 
so far as to knock one man off 
the job for refusing to be a 
fink. He réplaced him with a 
man who would go through the 

| picket lines as ordered. 
Huge Joint Meeting 

Two hours before the Team- 
sters meeting, the warehouse- 
men and the cannery workers 
held a huge joint membership 
meeting of 1200 people, march- 
ing en masse to the Teamsters 
Hall at 7:15, determined to get 
an answer from the Teamsters. 
They carried with them leaf- 
lets and literature which they 
gave to the Teamsters as_ the 
latter entered their hall—cal- 
ling the rank and file of “the 

Teamsters to repudiate the vi- 
cious anti-labor stand of their 
officials.

Paul Heide, business agent 
of the Warehousemen, explain- 
ed, “Our fight is not with the 
rank and file of the Teamsters 
but with those officials who 
are trying to fight progressive

the past year and a half with 
the full knowledge of . the 
Teamsters’ officials and the 
AFL—the latter never bringing 
up the jurisdictional question. 

Spooner’s telegram stated 


that the~Central Labor Council 
had withdrawn support’ from 
38-44 in regard to the ware- 
housemen off the waterfront. 
This was a false statement, as

Real agreed with Conboy, urg-

A motion was made from the 
floor to admit Harry Bridges, 
who had been waiting outside 
co speak to the meeting since! 

Real and Conboy both 
said that the rank and_ file 
should not listen to Bridges, in- 
ferred that Bridges was umprin- 
cipled and had nothing to offer 
to the teamsters. « 

Some cf the phonies in the 
rear of the hall took the floor 
and demanded that the crowd) 
of warehousemen and cannery 
workers outside be dispersed be- 
.ore Bridges was admitted. 

Word of this got downstairs | 
and the ILA leaders asked the 
crowd to move across and down 
the street. The warehousemen 
and cannery workers did this 
nan orderly manner. Then the 
vote to admit Harry Bridges 
was almost unanimous. He was 
admitted at about 10:15. 

Bridges Speaks 

Bridges made a brief speech} 
lasting about ‘three minutes. He 
stated, that it wasn’t necessary 
for him to tell the rank and 
file of the Teamsters that union 
men didn’t cross picket lines. 
He said the the longshoremen 
would back up the warehouse- 
men 100 per cent. ' 

The important thing was to) 
get the strikers back to work—} 
win the strike—and that the 
ILA and the teamsters should 
negotiate jurisdictional questions 
later. Bridges was applauded on 
both arrival and _ departure, 
though a few of Real’s stooges, 
including Jackson, Popeye and 
Cap Nelson;otficials of Local 
70, booed Bridges and tried 
unsuccesssfully to stir up re- 
sentment against him. 

Conboy took the floor after, 
Bridges. He tried to make_ it 
appear that Bridges had evaded 
the issue. He said that if the 
Teamsters had stood on their, 


strike they -could have ,broken 
the ’34 strike!

When the vote was called for, 
Lester. clarified the issue, stat- 
ing that it was a question of 
whether to be strike-breakers 
or not. A standing vote showed 
175 to 35 against the motion to 
aecept Green’s orders. This was 
an overwhelming defeat for the 
Seri advocated by Conboy and 

eal. 


One of the papers inferred 
the next day that since so few 
were in attendance compared 


to the approximate 2500 mem- 
bers, of the local, the rest of 
the men would support Real.

sters Unien to “raid” the warehouses organized by the ILA 


on the Pacific Coast shows the 


length to which they will go to 


carry on war against militant ynionism. Although not directly 
involving the CIO, this dispute nevertheless is a part of the 


warfare being carried on by 
William Green and the AFL ex- 
ecutive council against the CIO 
rive to anize the unorgan- 
ized into industrial unions. 7 

One of the methods used by 
Green & Co. is to claim “juris- 
diction” ‘for certain craft unions 
over industries which these un- 
ions never, attempted to organ- 
ize, or when they did make 
pease attempts, completely 
ailed. 

The warehouses organized by 
the ILA had remained unorgan- 
ized for a number of years. The 
Teamsters Uuion officials had 
never made the slightest attempt 
to organize them, and in some 
cases had even refused to ac- 
cept them into the union. 

The ILA in the San Francisco 
Bay Area:orgamized over 4,000 
warehousemen, and is rapidly on 
the way to the organization of 
the warehouses in Los Angeles, 
Seattle, and Portland. 


A Sudden “Discovery” 


The claim of “jurisdiction” by 


the Teamsters Union leaders, 
who after all these years have 
suddenly “discovered” the ware- 
houses, is a declaration of war 
against the progressive policies 
of militant induStrial unionism 
that the Pacific Coast District 
leadership of the ILA stand, for, 
n full support of the CIO. 

Tobin, ve Beck, and Me- 
Laughlin have to reckon not 
only with the militant member- 
ship of the ILA on the docks 
and in the warehouses. They 
seem to have forgotten that the 
rank and file of the Teamsters, 
ever since their solidarity action 
in 1934, which led to the general 
strike, have become “infected” 
with the influence of the mari- 
time unions with which they are 
30 closely bound. 

To thé everlasting credit of 
she Teamsters, they have at all 
times refused to go through the 


ing them to win their strikes for 
better conditions. When upon 
orders from Green and Tobin, 
she Oakland Teamsters were or- 
dered to -go through the Ware- 
housemen’s picket lines at she 
California Packing Corporation 
plants, the rank and file voted 
overwhelmingly to ignore the 
order. 

The ILA has declared its will- 
ingness to submit the question 
of jurisdiction’ to the Warehouse- 
men themselves, to vote whether 
they wish to be affiliated with 
the Teamsters Union or the ILA. 
The Teamsters’ officials fear to 
agree to such a referendum vote, 
knowing ‘full well that the 
Warehousemen overwhelmingly 
desire to remain in the ILA. But 
reactionary officials of the AFL 
stop at nothing in their splitting 
tactics, and Mr. Dave Beck, 
Teamsters’ international repre- 
sentative, has undoubtedly come 
to. Sgn Francisco from Seattle 
this week for the purpose of 
cooking up some new scheme of 
splitting the Warehousemen. 

Now is the time for the mem- 
bership of: the Teamsters Union 
assert themselves, as they did 
in Oakland last week.. The rank 
and file should continue to re- 
fuse to go through picket lines, 
should demand that the Team- 


| sters’ officials agree to abide by 


the wishes of the Warehousemen 
themselves, through a_referen- 
dum vote, regarding affiliation. 
And while they are about it, 
the Teamsters have a splendid 
opportunity to demand democra- 
cy in their own union, and de- 
velop a fight for progressive 
policies.

Cuban Dictator 


HAVANA, Cuba—In the sharp- 
est political attack recently is- 
sued here, the executive com- 
mittee of the Republican Action 
Party condemned the army dom- 
inated government of Col. Ful- 
gencio Batista, ‘tag 

The Repupiican Action Party 
is headed by ex-president Mar- 
iano Gomez, who was. ousted 
from office on the edict of Bat- 
ista. His ouster was considered 
as due not entirely to complete 
subservience to Batista by all 
deputies who voted for the oust- 
er, but also to the lack of unity 
among opposition elements. 

The manifesto characterized 
the presidency of Col. Frederico 
Laredo Bru as a “legal fiction” 
with reference to his subser- 
vience to Batista. It assailed the 
| military dictatorship, and called 
upon the army to retire from 
political domination of Cuban 


institutions and resume purely 


eae functions. . 

Batista secured Gomez’ ouster 
when the latter vetoed a_ bill 
‘providing for appropriations to 
support army-controlled schools, 
by which Batista is extending 
his fascist methods of governing 
Cuba. 


Lord Marley Hits 
‘Fascist Invasion 


PORTLAND — Lord Marley, 
British peer and_ world-wide 
spokesman against war and _ fas- 
cism, declared here that. there 
are between 150,000 and 200,000 
Italians and 40,000 Germans in 
Spain fighting with the rebels 
against the government. 

He declared that while there 
are a few foreign volunteers 
helping the government, the de- 
mocratic governments of the 
world have never given the dc- 
mocratic Spanish government: the 
support the fascists have given 
tne rebels. 

Lord Marley, who came here 
to address the Western Confer- 
ence Council of Jewish Federa- 
tions and Welfare Funds, ‘.des- 
cribed Hitler as the “biggest 
threat against democracy in: the 
world.”

SF Candy Makers 
Seek New Charter 


By a Candy Maker 

SAN FRANCISCO—The candy 
makers of S. F. may break away 
from the Confectionery and Bak- 
ery Workers Union, Local 24, be- 
cause it is not a rank-and-file 
union affiliated to the AFL. 
‘Instead it is a company union 
and because of the self-evident 
facts which prove beyond a shad- 
ow of doubt that its president is 
an anti-rank-and-file. unionist. 

Here are some of the facts: 
to oust militant 
workers, Is against general mem- 
bership meetings; instead, each 
factory must hold separate meet- 
ings. Objects to giving militant 
workers responsible positions. 

Mr. President is a very poor 
speaker and wastes too much 
time talking about things not 
pertaining to unionism. He 
chews gum and smokes while 
talking to the workers, perhaps 
to create the impression that he 
is just a worker and not a com- 
pany man trying to mislead the 
workers. 

Owing to these undeniable 
facts, the candy makers will take 
the necessary steps to obtain a 
separate charter from the AFL
